REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

In interpreting the claims in light of the specification and applicant's arguments, and the 
amendment filed 06/03/2005. Examiner finds the claimed invention is patentably distinct from 
the prior art of record. 

The prior art of record, Chirokas et al. US Patent No. 5, 1 1 1,397 filed 12/1 1/1989, Cuan et 
al. US Patent No. 4,503,515 filed 05/17/1982 and Ferrel et al. US Patent No. 5,860,073 filed 
07/17/1995, disclosed a method and system for assemble all body and footnote texts into 
respective pages, wherein the Footnote pause or stop one step of processing and to go back to a 
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previous step, such as reverse from the order of last good line into first of new text, which set 
forth in the previous final rejection mailed on 08/12/2004. 

The prior art of record, Chirokas, Cuan and Ferrel fail to anticipate or render Applicant's 
particular computer-implemented system and associated method for inverting the non footnote 
body data to second location when the footnote body data are inserted into the media, wherein 
the footnote body data temporarily occupies portions of the first location, and wherein the first 
location represents a top portion of the media and the second location represents a bottom 
portion of the media; and restoring the non footnote body data into the first location with the 
footnote body data occupying the second location. 

In addition the Examiner interprets the claimed "inverting", as a type of flipping, which is 
supported by specification drawing in Fig. 4b, item 390 and Fig. 4c, item 410, and in Applicants' 
specification page 11, lines 1-10. 

The dependent claims, being further limiting to the independent claims, definite and 
enabled by the Specification are also allowed.
